It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to the Voll reference Mr. Rupert argued that the 
combination would not function as Applicant's invention nor with the apparatus Moore. The Examiner disagreed on the 
basis that Applicant's apparatus claims and the apparatus of the cited refereces structurally meet the claimed 
limitations. As a result, when the structure recited in the reference is substantially identical to that of the claims, claimed 
properties or functions are presumed to be inherent (In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 
1977); MPEP 21 12.01). Further discussion was held on the Examiner's rejection of claims 12 and 13 under Li. The 
Examiner agrees that he did not recite the word-for-word text of Applicant's claim 12 and 13 in view of Li, however, 
during the drafting of the Examiner's action the Examiner believes claims 8 and 10 which the Examiner did recite word- 
for-word read on Applicant's claimed 12 and 13 structure when Li's Figure 1 is considered in the context of the 
rejection. For this reason the Examiner believes the rejections under Li should be sustained as drafted by the Examiner 
in the Final Rejection.. 
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
